Charlotte Smith’s Melancholy View. 

Charlotte Smith, the reformer, who orig- 
inated the campaign against women riding 
bicycles, writes of the horse show as follows: 

“The horse show exercises a distinct im- 
moral influence on the people of the city. 
At the evening sessions they are afforded an 
exhibition by the leaders of fashion and of 
society which is most unfortunate in its in- 
fluence. The fashionable women, whose 
names are known to all newspaper readers, 
sit in front row boxes with bared necks and 
breasts and arms. Their dresses are cut in 


this manner so that they can appeal to the 


lower passions of men. These women dis- 
play their physical charms that they may 
excite admiration in men-and henceincrease 
their power and influence over them. 
‘‘Modesty is thrown aside at the horse 
show as the ladtes throw aside their evening 
wraps and display their presence not only 
to their friends but to the general public. 
There is no moral difference between the 
woman who wears a low cut dress, display- 
ing her breasts and bare arms to the public 
from a private box, and the one who putson 
tights and comes out before the footlights. 
Indeed, there is some excuse for the latter, 
as she is compelled to earn her living, while 
the former wantonly appeals to the self. 
same degrading emotions in men. Low 
necked dresses are worse than tights. 


Says Horse Show Is Immoral. 

“The horse show is immoral because ft 
tends to bring the sexes under circum- 
stances that lead to temptation. The ‘ box 
parties’ at the horse show are generally 
preceded by a heavy dinner. Here the so- 
ciety women eat the richest foods and drink 
the most generous wines, surrounded by all 
the glamour of flowers, cutglass, and silver. 
At such a heavy dinner the company is likely 
to be wholly or partly under the inffuence. 
of champagne toward the close. 

“Then it is proposed to attend the horse 
show, where the host or one of the com- 
pany has a box. What is the result? The 
company is divided into pairs, male afid fe- 
male, sitting side by side in a cab as they are 
driven to the Madison Square Garden. 

“The man and the woman are both ex- 
cited by drink, and they feel all the gener- 
ous impulses brought into play by rich food 
and sumptuous dress and surroundings. 
How many scandals have begun in sélitary 
rides in cab or carriagé under such circum- 
stances as these? How many homes have 
been ruined and happy families dispersed 
because of just such temptations? Did you 
ever wonder why so many cabs containing 
men and women in evening dress slowly ply 
their way through Central Park at night?

tonight that the dispute between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States over the Vene- 
zuelan boundary had virtually been settled 
in terms which the United States insisted 
upon, the whole question to be referred to 
unrestricted arbitration. 

The only condition attached is the one 
proposed by Secretary Olney that the title 
of the bona fide settlers to their present hold- 
ings, in case the arbitrator’s award places 
them in the jurisdiction of Venezuela, shall 
be decided by the laws governing private 
titles. The British law provides among other 
things that the title to land which has been 
unassalled for twenty-one years cannot be 
invalidated. Venezuela, in other words, 
would be debarred from confiscating proper- 
ty in any territory she may neers under 
the arbitration. 

That was the good news in the British Pre- 
mier’s great speech. He announced it at 
the outset, and it was received with immense 


‘enthusiasm. He ventured also to congratu- 


late Bayard and the United States on the re- 
sult of the election. This was an extraor- 
dinary thing for a Prime Minister and a for- 
eign Secretary to do, but he explained that 
tt hardly amounted to interference in the 
domestic politics of another nation to ex- 
press admiration of the “‘splendid pronounce- 
ment which a great people has made in 
behalf of the principles at the base of alli 
human society.”’ 


Wary on the Eastern Question. 


Lord Salisbury then plunged into the East- 
ern question, which he discussed at great 
length, but without making any important 
disclosures, save of a negative nature, 
He even ventured one or two ponderous 
jokes about the fate of the Armenians. 
He frightened his audience half out of its 
wits by declaring that before Great Brit- 
ain could interfere alone in Turkey it would 
be necessary to raise an army by conscrip- 
tion. He would not say England would not 
act alone, but he considered it most unwise 
to do so at the present time. 

He did not even suggest that any definite 
plan had been agreed upon for dealing with 
Turkey by the powers. Hethought the pros- 
pect of harmonious action better than it had 
been, but even his hopes in this direction 
he expressed in guarded, vague language. 


Concert of the Powers. 


He dwelt with great solemnity on the im- 
portance of a concert of the powers, but his 
language on this point was somewhat less 
sanguine than that of Hanotaux last week. 
The Sultan’s list of proposed reforms, which 
Was announced yesterday, he derided and 
treated almost with contempt. He did not 
threaten the Sultan as he did a year ajo in 
the same place, but expressed the pious hope 
that the powers would be able to turn aside 
Turkey from the abyss toward which it was 
drifting. 


Lord Salisbury was emphatic and vigorous. 


upon one point—namely: In declaring that 
England will not abandon one foot of ter- 
ritory it now occupies for the purpose of 
proving its bona fides to other powers. In 
almost the same breath he pronounced a 
fervid eulogy of Lord Cromer and Sir Henry 
Kitchener for their services in the Egypt 
and Dongola campaign, adding:

MISSING MAN DEAD IN A CORNFIELD. 
John Komoroski’s Disappearance 


Cleared Up—The Police Suspect 
Murder and Make Arrests, 


The body of John Komoroski, who former- 
ly lived at No. 1012 Thirty-second street, was 
found in a cornfield bordering on the drain- 
age canal at West Fortieth street last night. 
He had been missing from his home since 
Oct. 8 and the police believe he was mur- 
dered. 

Leo Tross, who boarded at the dead 
man’s house at the time of his disappear- 
ance, is locked up at the Thirty-fifth Street 
Police Station on suspicion of knowing some- 
thing about the matter. Albert Gustomski, 


. another boarder at the house, is also held at 


the Deering Street Police Station as a wit- 
ness. 

Komoroski’s life was insured in a Polish 
benefit society for $300. 

The body was found by Tross and. Gus- 
tomski, and as the former acted as if he 
knew of the whereabouts of the body before 
it was found suspicion was at once directed 
to him. He and Mrs. Komoroski have said 
repeatedly since the dead man’s disappear- 
ance that they could not keep from dream- 
ing about him. 

Last evening Tross begged Gustomski to 
accompany him to the drainage canal be- 
cause he could not bear to live in the house 
on Thirty-second street, 

**Come with me,”’ he said, 
bad dreams.”’ And as he walked toward the 
canal he said: *‘I somehow feel as if we 
were about to. come upon the body of the 
poor fellow.”’ 

His prediction came true, and when the 
police heard of his remarks they promptly 
arrested him. 

Mrs. Komoroski is also said to have com- 
plained of bad dreams, and she recenfly left 
her house to go to the home of a sister in 
South Chicago. 

It reached tHe ears of the police that Kom- 
oroski carried $900 insurance on his life 
with a Polish benevolent society having its 
offices, at No. 923 James street. Lieut. 
Moore of the Brighton Park Police Station, 
who handled the case, jumped at this fact 
and proceeded to work on the theory that 
the man was killed for the money. He 
learned that Tross had visited the offices of 
the benevolent society several times and de- 
manded the $900, but it had been refused be- 
cause it was not Known that the man was 
dead. 

The body was found in a corn stack, and 
only a knee protruded from the place of con- 
cealment. As the two men approached the

‘‘ Here the poor fellow is now.”’ 

Gustomski was so frightened that he went 
out to South Chicago to notify the wife be- 
fore he reported the matter to the police. 

The body was taken to the county morgue. 
It was found that the tongue of the man 
was protruding as if he had been strangled. 
No other marks of violence were found 
upon him. The body was considerably de- 
composed. 


Chicago’ thieves have engaged, according to 
the story of Julius Hermann. 

Hermann astounded the police late yes- 
terday afternoon by telling them that his 
office in Room No. 1,018 Masonic Temple 
had been invaded by two dapper young men, 
who carried away between $4,000 and $8,000 
worth of diamonds and other precious 
stones, $100, a gold watch, a revolver, 46 
cents in change, and one big imitation jewel. 

The robbery is one of the most audacious 
éver reported to the police and apparently 
one of the most deliberately planned. , The 
detectives are completely at a loss fora clew, 
although in possession of complete descrip- 
tions of the robbers, who made no attempt 
whatever at disguise, 


Scene of the Holdup. 

Julius Hermann & Co., incorporated, are 
dealers in diamonds and other precious 
stones and imitation jewels. Their office is 
on the north side of the tenth floor of the 
Masonic Temple. Three windows look out 
over the building adjoining ‘on the north. 
To the east of the Hermann room is the 
office of the building, to the west Is the office 
of J. B. & G. W. McFtrich, dentists. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon William 
T. Best was in the office of the building, and 
the two dentists were busy with elients in 
their apartments. At least 2,000 other per- 
sons were in and about the building in the 
various offices and corridors or riding up 
and down in the fourteen elevators which 
convey passengers to and from the: nine- 
teen floors of the Temple. 

Facing the door of the Hermann office is 
a table. West of it is a safe, north of which 
Mr. Hermann has his desk. On the east side 
of the room is a showcase, and in the north- 
east corner two desks used by Charles A. 
McGurty, a 19-year-old clerk, and David 
Gear, the bookkeeper. 


Enter the Robbers. 

The latter was not in the office yesterday 
afternoon when shortly before 4 o’clock a 
young man, not over 20 years old, according 
to the description given, entered the office 
bearing a letter in hishand. Heapproached 
young McGurty at the latter’s desk and 
handed him the letter. It was addressed to | 
“Mr. Wallace.” McGurty carried it to Mr. 
Hermann, and then the two assured the 
visitor that there was no “ Mr. Wallace” 
in the office. The stranger withdrew and 
proprietor and clerk resumed their work at 
their desks. 

A few minutes later the door swung open’ 
again, its creaking accompanied by a cry: 

‘* Hands up, th¢re! ee 

Hermann and McGurty looked up and 
there stood the man who had been hunting 
for Mr. Wallace. He had a pistol in each 
hand. Behind “him was another man, who 
also carried a pistol. 

“If you make any noise it will be all day 
with you,” said the man with the two 
pistols. “‘ Stand up there!’’ 


Bind and Gag Victims. 

Hermann and McGurty obeyed the com- 
mand, and the second man put his pistol in 
his pocket and produced a quantity of heavy 
binding twine. He induced Mr. Hermann to 
move into a quiet corner, where he tied his 
hands behind his back, and then tied his 
legs together at the ankles.

Carted Away for Debt. 


G exstwnt and shrouded in cobwebs, the 


erstwhile clamorous Columbian Liberty 

bell was dug out of a barn in Evanston 
yesterday and carted to Chicago. A burden 
of debt and an attachment caused the 
profanation of the World’s Fair relic. 

In cold, every-day lan®uage the Henry Mc- 
Shane Manufacturing company declared it 
had not been paid for casting the pealer. So 
yesterday the firm’s agent, J. H. Gild, and 
Deputy Sheriff Goodman went to Evanston, 
loaded nine tenes of the relic into a six-horse 
truck, and brought the bell to Chicago. From 
here it will be shipped to Baltimore, where 
the firm intends to place it on exhibition. 

For the last six months the bell has lain 
neglected in a barn at Evanston, in charge 
of its custodian, Capt. George Knapp, who 
was intrusted with its care by the Liberty 
Bell Association. The Baltimore firm for 
some time has been threatening to attach 
the bell for $1,200, the cost of the casting. 

A year ago, just beforé the relic took its 
final jaunt to the Atlanta Exposition, at- 
tachment proceedings were begun against it 
by E. C. Streeter of the North Chicago iron 
works. The amount was only $125, and Dr. 
Oliver of Twenty-sixth street and Indiana 
avenue, rather than to have the trip inter- 
fered with, gave his note for the amount, and 
the attachment was lifted. 

The bell, since the close of the World’s 
Fair, has lost its interest to such an extent 
that the association made no effort to save 
its property. In its keeping-place at Ev- 
anston it was covered with dust and cob- 
webs, so that it was scarcely recognizable.

SETTLES INDIANA AYENUE TROUBLE. 


Commissioner Downey Decides Some of 
the Electric Wires May Remain, 
bat Others Must Come Out. 


Commissioner of Public Works Downey 
effected a truce yesterday between the Chi- 
cago City railway company and the Indiana 
avente property-owners by directing the 
company to remove the wires it laid on Sun- 
day from. Thirtieth street to Twenty-fifth. 
The company was permitted to keep in place 
the wires already laid from Thirtieth street 
to Thirty-ninth, because the street between 
the two latter points has been repaved, and 
in order to take out the wires it would be 
necessary to tear up the pavement. 

A spirited discussion took place in the office 
of the Commissioner yesterday morning. 
President J. H. Strong of the Indiana Avenue 
Improvement Association, in company with 
George A. Follansbee and F. W. Farwell, 
other property-owners, and E. R. Bliss as 
attorney, took their way early to the City 
Hall. Supt. M. K. Bowen met them there 
and General Counsel Grinnell of the railway 
company joined the conference later. 

Mr. Strong -recited two additional causes 
of grievance. The police, it will be remem- 
bered, stopped laborers twice on Sunday. 
Mr. Strong declared yesterday the company 
made two additional attempts to complete 
their work early yesterday morning, but 
were again stopped by the police. 

Supt. Bowen reiterated the defense of the 
company, that the wires were put in simply 
to serve as return circuits from Archer ave- 
nue and the western: lines. Commissioner 
Downey said he couldn’t see the object of 
bringing the Archer avenue current back 
by way of Indiana avenue, when the prop- 
erty-owners on that street had an agree- 
ment with the company that none were to 
be laid until @ majority of frontage consent 
had been secured. 

Mr. Strong said Supt. Bowen couldn’t show 
such a majority, and Mr. Bowen didn’t, so 
Commissioner Downey said the wires must 
come out. 

Mr. Bowen then recited the hardship it 
would be to the company to remove the 
wires from Thirtieth street to Thirty-ninth 
street, owing to the fact that the pavement 
has been relaid, and the Commissioner said 
those wires need not come out, but must 
be .disconnected. ~ The wires from opposite 
No. 2967. Indiana avenue north to where they 
were laid yesterday must be pulled out, the 
Commissioner said, and he sent a@ special 
officer there and the wires were removed. 

Mr. Downey told Supt. Bowen no further 
work could be done without an order of the 
Council and a permit from the Commissioner.

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NELSON MURDERCASE TO BE RETRIED 


Supreme Court Reverses the Conviec- 
tion of Ex-Policemen Moran and 
Healy and Orders Rehearing. 


The Supreme Court at Ottawa yesterday 
reversed the decitsion of the Criminal Court, 
convicting Thomas J. Moran and Michael J. 
Healy, ex-policemen, of the murder of Swan 
Nelson, and remanded the case for rehear- 
ing. 

The trial, which was held something over 
a year ago, attracted attention because of 
the flerceness with which it was fought 
through on both sides. The Swedish colony, 
irritated by the apparent listlessness of the 
authorities in hunting down the slayers of 
their countryman, employed Luther Laflin 
Mills to assist in the prosecution. John C. 
King, Judge Neely, and John W. Byam 
were employed for the defense. 

On the one hand it was claimed that Nel- 
son, who was said to be simple-minded, 
had been willfully murdered under the cloak 
of authority;'and on the other it was urged 
that he was at the time of the shooting 
acting like a desperate criminal!. 

Mr. Mills was not willing to discuss the 
decision of the higher court last evening, 
because he had not had an opportunity to 
read the opinion in full. 

Mr. Byam, one of the attorneys for the de- 
fense, said: 

“In our brief we pleaded several errors in 
the court’s instruction to the jury andin the 
admission of evidence. Moreover, there was 
conclusive evidence to show that some other 
person may have fired the fatal shot. The 
bullet found in Nelson's body was not of 
the same caliber as the one used in the re- 
volvers of these policemen. Then, the bul- 
let was flattened in such a manner as to in- 
dicate that it had not entered the body di- 
rectly, but had been deflected from its course 
by striking some hard substance and 
glancing.’’ 


THINK POWERS’ INSANITY A SHAM. 


Police of His Home City Declare He 
Spent Several Days in Chicago 
After His Disappearance. 


The police of Owensboro, Ky., the home of 
A. D. Powers, the Cuban fund collector who 
disappeared from this city last September, 
declare Powers spent several days in this 
city after he disappeared, sleeping in the 
East Chicago Avenue Police Station as a 
common lodger, and canvassing the city for 
a book, after which he went South. The po- 
lice think the man’s reported insanity is 
shammed, and account for his actions on the 
ground that he was afraid to go home after 
making a failure of his Cuban relief corps.

W. H. SHILYOCK FIGHTS A BOYCOTT. 


Declares He Will Bring Suit Against 
the Illinois Malleable Iron Com- 
pany for Refusing His Order. 


W. H. Shilvock ‘of the Sanitary Supply 
company, No. 80 Redfield street, says he 
will sue the Illinois Malleable Fron company 
and endeavor to break up a boycott against 
him and an aileged illegal combination of 
the dealers in plumbers’ supplies. Mr. Shii- 
vock says he has refused to join the combine 
and since his refusal he has found a boycott 
against him. Wherever he attempts to pur- 
chase plumbers’ supply goods he is met with 
a flat refusal. 

As a test case, he says, he offered cash for

not sell him goods because he did not belong 
to the Master Plumbers’ Association. 

Thereupon Shilvock decided to start suit.

F. Ross is Secretary of the association and 
its local representative. The organization 
does not control prices, but it compels all 
dealers who wish to do business with manu-

NEW YORK’S UNJUST SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Educators of the State Favor a Town- 
ship or County Plan and May 
Adopt Western Ideas. 


Albany, N. ¥., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—New 
York State educators admit that the systems 
in force in Ilinois and some of the other 
States of the Middle West are superior to 
that of this State. Educators here who are 
conversant with the operation of the old 
school district system are unanimous in de- 


factory. 


It is not adapted to the needs of the State, 
and retards progress along educational lines. 
Under the law as it stands today the State 
of New York pays out of its treasury $100 
for each teacher employed 160 days. The 
rural population of New York State has de- 
creased to such an extent in the last thirty 
years that there are 7,520 school districts 
where the average attendance upon in- 
struction in the public, district, or county 
schools varies from one to twenty pupils, 
while there are 2,983 such districts where 
the average daily attendance during the 
last school year was less than ten students, 
This condition of affairs in the country 
districts, which cannot be disputed, has led 
Supt. Charles R. Skinner of the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction to declare 
that “to maintain a school, provide proper 
¥ facilities, and employ a teacher for so small 
a number of pupils is manifestly a perversion 
of that aid which the people so generously 
accord the educational interests of the 
State.”’ It is also an injustice to pay so much 
more per capita for pupils in such depop- 
ulated districts than is paid in more populous 
communities for better educational facilities, 

The remedy for the present state of things 
and the improvement of educational infer- 
ests will be found, it is believed, in the 
adoption of a.system where the support 
of country district schools is made a town 
or county charge. This would call for a 
Board of Education for a whole town, upon 
which shall devolve the responsibility of 
locating school houses in central positions 
and bringing all the children of the town to 
such school houses, even if it called for the 
expense of transporting some of the pupils 
from remote places in comfortable covered 
vehicles. It has been demonstrated that 
a better class of school officers is obtained 
by the town or county school board system 
than by the election or appointment of 
trustees for individual districts. The num- 
ber of schools in a town would probably be 
reduced about one-third, if the school popu- 
lation did not demand so many for its ac- 
commodation.

TEXAS AGAIN IN TROUBLE 


BIG BATTLESHIP SINKS IN BROOKLYN 
NAVY-YARD.

Accident Happens Waite Repairs Are 
Being Made—Inside Pipes Leading 
to Condenser Are Taken Out and the 
Yoke of the Tempbdrary Sea-Cock 
Which Was Substituted Gives Way, 
Letting in a Big Stream of Water— 
Most Unlucky Ship in the Navy.

New York, Nov. 9.—[Special.]—The United 
States battleship Texas is in trouble again. 
The big steel warship rests in the mud at 
the bottom of the Cob dock in the Brooklyn 
navy yard, 

The Texas was undergoing repairs at the 
navy yard. It lay just astern the receiving 
ship Vermont and just around the bulkhead 
from the battleship Indiana. The workmen 
on Saturday removed the inside pipes lead- 
ing to the condenser and fitted in a tempo- 
rary sea-cock. The yoke of this gave way 
at 6:30 this morning, letting a stream of 
water run into the hold through a twelve- 
inch pipe. : 

The big ship began to settle rapidly as Its 
hold filled and soon rested in the mud at the

Official Inquiry to Be Made. 

Commodore Sicard, the commandant of 
the navy-yard, was on board the Texas this 
forenoon investigating the affair. It is said 
that the Secretary of the Navy will order 
an inquiry and that a court-martial may fol- 
low, when the responsibility for the accident 
has been fixed. 

The officers of the ship are in no way re- 
sponsible for the mishap. The blame, it is 


thought, will fall upon the construction de- 


partment of the yard, in whose care the ves- 
sel is. Capt. Henry Giass commands and 
James J. D. Kelly is executive officer of the 
Texas, Both were much depressed today by 
the accident, and while disclaiming all re- 
sponsibility, said the workmen can really 
not be held accountable, because it was one 
of those mishaps that are likely to befall 
any ship. Had the yoke of the seacock 
given way while the ship was at sea the re- 
sult might have been most serious. 

The damage, except the cost of raising and 
cleaning, will amount to only a few hundred 
dollars. The engines of the ship will need an 
overnauling. The vessel will be ready to 
rejoin Admiral Bunce’s squadron when the 
orders to go to séa are issued. 7 


Of English Design a: 


The Texas cost $2,500,000. It was built by 
the government at the Norfolk navy-yard. 
Its tonnage is 6,315, on a length of 301.04 feet, 
a beam of 64.01 feet, and a draft of 23.08 feet. 
It has 30 officers and 362 men. The vessel 
is of 8,000 horse-power, and has a speed of 
17% knots. It is the only vessel in the new 
American navy built from English designs, 
and the most unlucky craft in the service. 

It was launched on June 238, 1802, and has 
been in trouble ever’ since. Immediately 
after being launched it was discovered to be 
structurally weak, and it cost $40,000 to 
straighten it. 

Several men were fatally injured while the 
Texas was being built. One man threw 
himself from its deck and was drowned. On 
one of its trial trips it ran down a smal] 
launch, but no one was injured. When it 
was finally launched its dock trial at Nor- 
folk developed its first accident, when its 
propellers sucked a schooner into its blades 
and ground the smaller vessel to pieces. The 
next great accident was at the Brooklyn 
yard, when it collapsed in the dock, which 
a to be flooded with water to save the 
snip.

At another time, when off Tompkinsville, 
the ship’s pumps failed to do their work, and 
there was some delay in having them re- 
paired. While preparing for one of the 
speed trials last December a six-ton anchor 
and fifteen fathoms of chain went to the 
bottom near Tompkinsville. A court-mar- 
tial was ordered to determine who was re- 
sponsible for the mishap. 

Its latest exploit was when it ran aground 
in Newport harbor, apparently without seri- 
ous injury, about the middle of September.

OF THE KIND EVER BUILT. 


Is Largely Used. for Social Entertain- 
ments and Will Soon Start for the 


Mediterranean and the Orient with

New York, Nov. 9.—{Special.}—Lyirg in the 
Delaware River, off the foot of Hanover 
street, Philadelphia, awaiting the pleasure 
of its owner, is what may justly ve termed 
the handsomest steam yacht in the world, 
It is called Marguerita Il., and her owner 
is Col. Anthony.J. Drexel, son of the great 
banker of that name, who died some years 
ago. A very good idea of the size of this 
craft may be gainéd.by the fact that it meas- 
ures 278 feet over all, that it has 35 feet beam, 
and that it draws 16 feet of water with all 
its stores and coal on board. Of the latter 
commodity it stows 380 tons in its bunkers, 
which is sufficient to carry it across the At- 
lantic. It is fitted with twin screws, driven 
by a pair of quadruple expansion engines, 
which develop a speed of fifteen knots an 
hour, 

Besides the room occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Drexel, which extends the full width of the 
yacht, it has twelve staterooms for guests, 
all below the main deck, and on the star- 
board aft is a stairway leading to the for- 
ward staterooms and to the dining-room. 
That apartment is a wonder of the car- 
penter’s and upholsterer’s art, looking like 
an old apartment in an English mansion or 
a French chateau. 

At the grand ball given on board the-yacht 
this week, when some of the Quaker City’s 
fairest beHes danced on the promenade, or 
sundeck as it is called, supper was served 
to fifty in the dining-room. Mrs. Drexel’s 
guests on that oceasion vowed they had 
never seen such a charming apartment as 
her boudoir in the after end of the deck- 
hcuse, beautifully decorated by thre most 
skiiled Venetian workmen after Louis XVI. 
styie, the groundwork being of rose-colored 
velvet, with designs in pale greer worked 
upon it. The ceiling, studded with electric 
lights, is paneled in white and gold, and so 
are the bookcases, cabinets, and an extreme- 
ly dainty escritoire. The Margucrita If. 
was designed by George L. Watson and built 
by the Allsa Shipbuilding company of Troon, 
Scotland. , ‘ 

Besides Col. and Mrs. A. J. Drexel there 
will be on board as their guests in 1 voyage 
to the Mediterranean Miss Julia Rush and 
J. R. Evans Roberts, Leslie Cotton, George 
Newhall, Dr. W. W. Farr, and Barton Van 
Vorgis, Mr. Drexel’s,;private secretary. The 
first port visited will be Bermuda. From 
there the yacht will go to the Azores, thence 
to Gibraltar. 

All the principal ports in the Mediterranean 
will be visited, after which the yacht will 
preceed via the Suez Canal through the Red 
Sea, at Aden, thence to Bombay, Colombo, 
and the Isiand of Ceylon, up the Bay of Ben- 
galto Calcutta. Singapore, Hongkong, some

gasaki, in Japan, will be visited, and from 


there the yacht will return over much the 


same route to Nice, where it is expected to 
arrive next summer in time for its guests 
to witness the races on the RivieFa.

LAKE LINES’ EAST-BOUND CARGOES 
SHOW A HEAVY INCREASE. 


pense meee Suffer from the Water 
Competition and Their Trafiic Falls 
Off Badly—New Management of Ves- 
sel Business Promised for Next 
Year—Tetal Shipments for the 
Week of Flour, Grain, and Previs- 
ions—Statement of Percentages. 


Lake lines from Chicago to the East seem 
to be making hay while the sun shines, al- 
though navigation is within two or three 
‘weeks of its close. Last week’s east-bound 
shipments by lake amounted to 131,290 tons, 
against 129,444 tons for the week previous, 
an. increase of 1,846 tons. 

East-bound railroads are seriously suffer- 
-{ng from the lake competition. While un- 
der ordinary conditions their traffic should 
materially increase at this season of the 
year it is decreasing, and last week's through 
shipments from Chicago by the ten east- 
bound roads were nearly 5,000 tons less than 
those for the previous week and 10,000 tons 
less than for the coryesponding week last 


ear. : 
er is believed that lake lines are just now 
making more than a 5-cent difference on 
grain between the lake and railroad rate. 
Under an agreement with the Eastern Joint 
Traffic Association the lake lines are to make 
a differential rate of only 24 cents a hundred 


The Eastern trunk lines, which hold a con- 

trolling interest in most of the lake lines, 
have lately decided that the Board of Man- 
agers of the Joint Traffic Association should 
direct the lake business next season. 
- Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the ten east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 55,861 tons, 
against 60,541 tons the week previous and 
66,808 tons for the corresponding week last 
year. Flour shipments last week were 3,506 
tons, against 6,935 tons last year; grain, 39,- 
287 tons, against 45,063 tons; provisions, 12,- 
978 tons, against 14,5U9 tons.
